Gentlemen: We, your Sub-Committee, met at the County 
Home on October 28th, and inspected the Farm and Home, and 
recommend the following: 


1.—That a Gas Stove be purchased for the Men’s Room in 
the Basement; a Wash Basin be installed in the Toilet upstairs, 
and a Clothes Dryer be purchased if the price is satisfactory. 


2.—The water situation has not been so good. It has been 
very low, sometimes hardly enough for the different uses. 
Your Committee had another hole bored in the basement of the 
Pump House to a depth of 22 feet and we are satisfied that 
there will be enough water for the Home uses. 


3.—Your Committee talked over with the Matron the 
question of hoiding the Warden’s Banquet at the Home and 
found that the Help situation this summer and at the present 
time in the Home is not very Satisfactory, and it was decided 
to leave the Banquet at the County Home out of the picture 
for the year 1941.

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Report of Reforestation Sub-Committee of 
the General Administration Committee. 





T the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


| Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


The descriptions, acreage and other details of the various 
plots referred to below were verified from the Deeds of the 
properties. 


PLOT No. 1—BONNIE HEATH. North half of lot 3, 
concession 12, ‘Township of Townsend, 100 acres. The old cherry 
orchard was spot-planted this year and additional ground east 
of the house, amounting to five acres, was ploughed and 
planted with a total of 16,000 trees; 12,500 red pine, 1,000 larch, . 
and 2,500 white pine. Approximately 75% of these trees are 
living. 


PLOT No. 2—SHELLBURG, totalling 111% acres. East 
3/8 or north half of lot 19, concession 8, 37% acres; the south- 
east quarter of lot 19, concession 8, 24 acres; the west quarter 
of lot 20, concession 8,30 acres; the east half of the north- 
west quarter, lot 20, concession, 8, 20 acres; all in the Township 
of Charlotteville. The thirty-five acres which was cleaned a 
year ago has this year been spot-planted with a total of 31,100 
trees—7,000 elm, 6,000 white ash, 12,500 soft maple, 1,600 larch 
and 4,000 red pine. Some trimming should be ‘done on the 
older trees on this plantation during the next year. 


PLOT No. 3—TURNER PROPERTY, 100 acres, the west 
half of lot 8, concession 9, Charlotteville. This plot is in fine 
condition. Fire lanes were ploughed and disced three times 
this year. Some spot-planting should be done in the front of 
the property next spring. 


PLOT 4.—DAVIES PROPERTY, 200 acres, lot 6, conces- 
sion 8, Charlotteville. The brush has been burned on the forty 
acres which were cleaned last year and a total of 65,500 trees 
was spot-planted on the area 57,500 red pine, 3,000 ash, and 
5,500 soft maple. Approximately 35 acres of additional ground 
was cleared this year and the wood therefrom was sold. 152 
piles were cut and sold off this property this year. Considerable 
cleaning requires to be done on this lot next year. 


PLOT No. 5—SIPES PROPERTY, 100 acres, south half of 
lot 6, concession 10, Charlotteville. This is a fine property and 
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is in excellent condition, no work being required on it this year 
except tthe plowing and cleaning of fire lanes. We recommend 
that the old trees along the road allowance be cut next year. 


PLOT No. 6—MORDEN’S SCHOOL PROPERTY, 99 acres; 
south three-quarters of north half of lot 18, concession 5, 75 
acres; and the morth quarter of the north ‘half of lot 18, con- 
cession 5, 25 acres (less one acre), all in the Township of 
South Walsingham. No work was done this year, the plot 
being in fine shape. 


PLOT No. 7—SIMES’ PROPERTY, 66% acres, the north 
part of lot 18, concession 6, South Walsingham. This property 
has been fenced along the road allowance this year. We 
recommend that the necessary steps be taken to have the plot 
completely fenced. The fire lanes should be ploughed and 
cleaned next Spring. No further work will be required on this 
plot for some time to come because the property is in very fine 
condition. 


PLOT No. 8—SHELLY PROPERTY, 90 acres; the south- 
west quarter of lot 14, concession 13, 50 acres; and the north- 
west quarter of lot 14, concession 18, 50 acres (less 10 acres), 
all in the Township of North Walsingham. No work has been 
done this year. The plot is:in fine shape. We recommend that 
the boundary of the ten-acre piece sold to A. Devos, in 1938, 
be fenced. 


PLOT No. 9—GRAVEL PIT FARM, 100 acres, south-east 
part of lot 15, concession 14, North Walsingham. The old bush 
on this plot is now being cut and the logs sold, and next year 
this area should be cleaned and'spot-planted. The barns on the 
place have been sold. The field adjacent to the buildings was 
planted this year with 8,000 Scotch pine and 7,000 red pine. 
Considerable spot-planting should be done next year and we 
recommend that a new fence be built at the front of the 
property and the road allowance cleaned. 


PLOT No. 10.—PAYNE PROPERTY, 100 acres, the north 
half of lot 11, concession 1, Charlotteville. This plot is in fine 
condition and no work was done on it this year. Fire lanes 
should be cleaned and ploughed next year and some trimming 
will be necessary either next year or the year after. 


PLOT 11.— PART OF PAYNE PROPERTY, south 50 
acres of lot 12, concession 2, Charlotteville. No work was done 
on this plot this year. A considerable amount of cleaning and 
spot-planting will be necessary next year, as well as cleaning 
and ploughing of fire lanes. We recommend that the road 
allowance be cleaned and fenced next year. 
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PLOT No. 12.—DEVOS PROPERTY, south 25 acres of the 
south half of the north half of lot 12, concession 13, North 
Walsingham. This plot is in fine condition and no work is re- 
quired, at present.. 


PLOT Nv. 13—UNGER’S SCHOOL PROPERTY, 50 acres, 
west half of lot 1, concession 1, Charlotteville. No work was 
done on this plot this year. Considerable spot-planting nec- 
essary next year. We recommend that the plot be fenced. 


PLOT No. 14.—JENNY LIND PROPERTY, south-west 60 
acres of the north half of lot 10, concession 9, Charlotteville. 
Spot-planting to the amount of 12,000 trees was done this year 
as follows: 4,500 soft maple, 6,000 Scotch pine, and 1,500 red 
pine. Additional spot-planting will no doubt be necessary 
next spring. This plot has enjoyed a fine growth. 


PLOT No. 15—TAIT PROPERTY, 65% acres, part of lot 
4, concession 2, South Walsingham. <A large amount of plant- 
ing was done on this plot this year, totalling 107,800 trees, as 
follows: 36,500 red pine, 10,500 soft maple, 35,300 elm, 6,500 
larch, 2,500 white pine, 13,500 white ash and 3,000 hard maple. 
The plot has been fenced and two acres of ground was pur- 
chased from Mrs. Tait. The new acreage should be cleaned 
and planted next Spring. | 


PLOT No. 16—WINTER PROPERTY, (now known as 
‘BADEN POWELL’ Plot), 100 acres, south half of lot 15, con- 
cession 3, South Walsingham. This property was purchased 
this year and'was planted by the Boy Scouts with some 83,000 
trees, as follows: red pine, 9,000; white pine, 9,000; HKuropean 
larch, 9,000; elm, 5,000; ash, 12,000; hard maple, 12,000; soft. 
maple, 12,000; cherry, 12,000; and poplar, 3,000. The loss of 
young ‘trees due tu the severe drought of last Spring is 
estimated to be 75% and will necessitate extensive. replanting 
next year, and a large amount of cleaning of’ slash ‘will likewise 
be necessary. The buildings on the plot have been sold. 


8,000 red pine, 300 soft maple, were planted on the County 
Home Farm for windbreaks and improvement purposes. 


We, your Committee, would recommend that some con- 
sideration be given by the Reforestation Committee for 1942 
to the planting of trees on County Plots by the Boy Scouts, 
as we believe this is a very worthy movement.

A BY-LAW to amend the Schedules of Roads set out in 
By-Law No. 554 and all subsequent By-Laws comprising said 
Schedules. ; 


WHEREAS for the purpose of attaining a greater efficiency 
and economy in County: Road expenditures and of assuring 
more adequate maintenance of the various highways comprising 
the County Road System, it has been deemed expedient to 
make certain alterations in the System necessitating adjust- 
ment of mileage of roads included therein. 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1.—That ‘By-Law No. 554 and all amending By-Laws 
relating to the designated mileage of County Roads in the 
County of Norfolk be and are hereby amended to include in the 
County Road System of the County of Norfolk ithe roads set 
forth in the annexed ‘Schedule and further described therein. 


2.—That this By-Law shall not become operative until 
approved by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. under the 
‘provisions of the Highway Improvement Act. 


2-—That two certified copies of this By-Law shall be 
submitted to the Minister of Public Highways within ten days 
of the. passing thereof.

The following Schedule sets out the Roads under the 
provisions of The Highway Improvement Act and amendments 
thereto comprising the Roads in the County Road System of 
said County of Norfolk, viz.:

ROAD No. 20.—To be known as the INDIAN LINE. 


Being all that part of the Indian Line lying between the 
south easterly angle of the Township of Oakland in the County 
of Brant and the north westerly angle of the Township of 
Walpole in the County of Haldimand. 
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
